Newsmen On 
Junkets 


Freeloaders, cynics, obstructionists, sad­ 
ists—those are a few of the »erms which 
some people might be applying to the press 
in view of certain news developments. In 
Washington, Rep. Charles Gubser, Califor­ 
nia Republican, made this statement: 
“ 1 was dismayed to sec some of the mem­ 
bers of the press tat the House subcommit­ 
tee hearing at w'hich 
Presidential Aide Sher­ 
man Adams was ques­ 
tioned) in obvious glee 
this morning because 
' they were able to write a story and make 
' an honest man dishonest in the eyes of the 
’ public. I should not say this, but there is 
no greater group of freeloaders in the world 
than the press. They will take anything 
they can get. They criticize our junkets, yet 
they are the first to accept them for them­ 
selves.” 
In addition to (his. there Is the eiirrerit 
conflict between the county coinmissioners, 
' meeting as the Board of Kqiiallzatlon, and 
' the members of the press over the question 
of open and closed meetings. In both of 
these cases, there are some important con­ 
siderations Involved — eonslderatioiis (hat 
mean a great deal, not to newspapers, but 
to the public. 
Let’s look first at Rep, Gub.ser’s accusa- 
■ tions. The term “ freeloader” was not pop­ 
ularized by Gub.ser or any other public oi- 
ficial. It was popularized by newsjiapcrmen 
themselves as a joke. Kreeloading is not 
taking anything you can gel, but rather, ac­ 
cepting what somebody is pushing at you. 


There isn’t an individual or a group who 
would have any harder time getting a story 
to the newspapers by going up to the news­ 
room than by putting the story out over 
free cocktails or a steak dinner. Any time 
w'hat we know as freeloading carries even a 
hint of influencing the news, you won’t find 
any honest newspaper men there. y\nd the 
ones who would be there are few and far 
between. And Gubser would secarch forever 
to find a newsman who has been in the 
Adams bracket of freeloading. 
Gubser evidently includes the taking of 
trips as freeloading also. True enough, the 
press can be found on many a junket that 
it will criticize in one way or another. But 
the press i.s not responsible for these jun­ 
kets. The trip is made to report to readers 
the news in eonneetion with it. .\nd while

there undoubtedly are some, the number of 
free trips would he lew and tar between,' 
also.

In connection witn all statements made 
by Gubser it might also be pointed out that 
there is a distinct difference between pri­ 
vate and public busine.ss. IS a newspaper 
waste.s money on sending its men to all 
parts of the nation and world, it is the com­ 
pany’s money. But w'hcn public officials 
take wasteful trips, it is throwing away the 
money of other people. 
(luhser’s dismay of the “ obvious glee” of 
newsaieri in anticipation of printing a false 
story Is nothing but a wild stretch of an 
overly active imagination. Quite naturally, 
the newsmen attending the subcommittee 
hearing were tense and anticipated a big 
news event. 
The story on Adams was the biggest news 
development of the week and his appear­ 
ance before the com­ 
mittee was an historic 
event. A physician may 
take great pride in the 
succes.sful performance 
of a difficult operation but it can hardly 
be as.sumed from this that he is gleeful over 
the unfortunate sickness or injury of his pa­ 
tient. A judge has great respect for the 
law and pride in his profession but it can­ 
not he assumed from this that he is glee­ 
ful over the .sentencing of a criminal to the 
electric chair or life in prison. A newsman 
also has pride in his work and enthusiasm 
for what he believe.s is a good news story 
but it cannot be assumed from this that he 
is gleeful over the fact that the story is of- 
fcn.sive to certain intere.sts or individuals. 
As to whether the stories written on the 
hearing made a dishonest man out of an 
hone.st one, that is a matter of opinion. The 
stones carefully related e x a c t l y what 
Adams said and many wmrds have been 
printed on the defense of Adams by Presi­ 
dential Press Secretary James Hagerty and 
the JTcsident. If the public concludes any 
dishonesty on the part of Adams, it is an 
opinion based on the facts contained in the 
stories, not on false stories. 
When a party or person is accused of 
something, il is the belief of the press that 
integrity demands an answer. It is for this 
rea.son that our position is being stated in 
the Gubser case. The county case on cIo.sed 
meetings will lie discussed tomorrow. 


Adams Political Implications 


In some respects, the climax of th e 
Adams case ha.s been passed. President 
Kisenhower has said he ha.s no intention of 
ousting his chief as.sistant. Thus, the ca.se is 
now rested by final judgment by the public 
and a verdict at the polls in November. 
This has brought on a round of specula­ 
tion on the political implication.s of the 
case. Even a majority of Republicans are 
of the opinion that the case will have an 
adverse effect upon the party’s chances m 
the fall. But this will be true for two reasons. 
There will be some disadvantage from 
the fact that there will be voters who be­ 
lieve Adams was wrong, should have been 
fired, and their faith in the administration 
has thus lieen destroyed. But there will also 
be the realization that there can be no 
utopia, regardless of where you look. 
In its early years, the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration has succeeded in creating in 
the minds of the people the false illusion of 


a fierfeet man a man who could do no 
wrong and whose character was beyond 
the possibility of stain. There are no such 
men m the world and the Adams case has 
reaffirmed this. 
In the fall, it will be again a case of one 
party against 
the other, one candidate 
against the other. It will be a contest be­ 
tween more or los.s equals and between 
relative capabilities. There will be no party 
running with a halo around its head and 
with immunity from the popular concept of 
jMilitics. 
IT'fhaps some will think it is a rude 
aw'akening and for those who swallowed 
the sleeping pills, it probably will be. But 
the country is better off knowing t h a t 
friendships, money and influence will al­ 
ways have a part in governments as it has 
in business and industry. It does not neces­ 
sarily have to be a harmful or destructive 
part but its existence should be recognized. 


Democratic Party Unity 
As the Democratic parly slate convention 
itself and the people 
in Omaha Saturday draws near, things are 
shaping up for what could be a major split 
in the ranks. The split, if it comes, will be 
over election of a new state chairman, a 
post now held by Willard Townsend of Lin­ 
coln. 


Reports are that another top party offi­ 
cial, Bernard Boyle of Omaha, is backing 
Russell Han.son of Newcastle. There is no 
argument with Boyle’s action as he has a 
right to back w'hatever candidate he sees 
fit. There is no argument w ith either Tow n- 
send or Hanson as both have every right to 
seek any office within the organization that 
suits their fancy. 


But the Democratic party will he doing 


of .Nebraska a dis­ 
service if it creates a division within itself 
that weakens the structure. ’I'he parly will 
have enough to do in the coming election 
working as a team without the handicap of 
a major split. If party workers and officials 
start fighting among themselves, then they 
can write off their November chances in 
Nebraska right now. 
If the convention cannot .sohe (he inob- 
iem that might confront it in this case, tlicii 
it might just as well leave other problems 
alone. It would do no good to adojit a {)lat- 
form as a divided organization cannot .sell 
any platform to the public. If the split that 
is reported is developing, if is time that 
tho.se within the party put their personal 
interests second and the organization first.

Receiving Gifts 


Is Nothing New 


WASHINGTON — A lot of 
people, 
including 
Republi­ 
cans, have been heaping fire 
and brimstone on the gray 
head of Sherman Adams for 
taking an assortment of gifts 
from a friend for whom he 
did federal favors. However, 
without shedding too many 
1 e a r .s 
for 
sanctimonious 
“ Sherm,” it’s only fair to 
look at the general frame­ 
work in which he operated. 
It is not against the law 
for (he President to receive 
gifts from Americans as long 
as he performs no special 
favors for them. But no pres­ 
ident in recent history has 
received so many gifts as 
Eisenhower. 
Ike’s Gettysburg home i.s 
v i r t II a 1 ly furnished with 
gift.s, including a mechan- 
izi'd kitchen pre.sented by a 
lop electrical manufacturer. 
One donor gave 400 n u t 
trees, another 48 N o r w a y 
spruce 
trees, 
another 
50 
shrubs, another a putting 
green plus maintenance at 
about $1,000 a year. A total 
of .55 head of cattle, plus one 
pony and one stallion have 
been gifts; together with a 
$4,000 tractor with h'M radio 
and cigarette lighter, vari­ 
ous farm implements, a corn 
planter, a disc harrow, and 
a side-delivery rake. 
So many gifts have been 
received that an extra elec­ 
tric range and grill plus a 
huge waik-in storage freezer 
have been stored in the ga­ 
rage because there is no 
place for them in the house. 
There is no evidence that 
the President has performed 
any favors for the donors, 
though the most expensive 
gifts of all, the $200,000 cabin 
and 
0 t h e r improvements 
built at 
the .\ugiista golf 
course, come from a group 
of men who are high up in 
big busine.ss and most of 
whose firms are recipients 
of government contracts.

the massed press at that

it is running on like Tanny- 
son’s Brook. 
Such a walkout would not 
be practical; some thousand 
rugged individualists make

the best in the long-run. So 
they rushed to wires, tele­ 
phones, TV and typewriters 
to have the last word, as 
usual. In their news cutlets. 
Within minutes the new 
joke went the rounds: Con­ 
gress now will have to im­ 
peach Adams. Why? Because 
he’s President. 


The jokes are the real nu­ 
clear fission in the situation. 
They flourish under such con­ 
ditions like the green laurel 
tree and they cannot be 
stopped or smothered. 


Th e r e is always a first 
time in any history, but all 
the lessons of experieni^e 
show that the Presidenfs 
party cannot lake such em­ 
barrassments and 
n e v e r 
have. Adams, the unhorsed 
crusader, may still operate 
from the White House, bftt 
he is operating from the dust, 
and Republicans know they 
simply cannot be flecking 
that dust off the cut-rate vi­ 
cuna coat this fall and in 
1960. 
Only five years ago Demo­ 
crats learned this again the 
hard way despite the enor­ 
mous eloquence and prestige 
of a new candidate, Adlai 
Stevenson. 
Harry Truman 
kept his old friends, who 
were infinitely less conse­ 
quential and guilty of lesser 
misdemeanors, but the pub­ 
lic rendered the verdict arrd 
it murdered the Democrats 
twice. 
The President’s pro-Adams 
argument was not complicat­ 
ed. In essence, he said that 
when D e m o c r a t s accept 
something of value, it’s a 
bribe. When Republicans do 
it, It’s a gift. 
Politicians 
had 
already 
raised the question of Eisen­ 
hower’s utter reliance upon 
Adams. It is valid up to a 
point. But Adams has assist­ 
ants and the President has 
other smart friends,, such as 
Gen. Alfred M. Gruenther, 
now president of the Ameri­ 
can Red Cross.

SISK QUESTIONS NEED FOR MOVE

The chairman of the House 
iubcommittee 
investig ating 
the proposfti move of VA re­ 
g ional offices from Lincoln to 
Omaha 
said 
Thursday 
he 
questions “whether there is 
justification for the move.” 
Rep. B. F. Sisk (D-Calif) 
made the statement shortly 
after his arrival in Lincoln 
With Nebraska’s First District 
Cong ressman Phil Weaver to 
inspect the VA Building and 
hold a late afternoon hearing 
on the proposed move of the 
offices. 
VA Administrator Sumner 
Whittier has said the VA of­ 
fices may possibly stay in Lin­ 
coln if facilities can be found 
equal to those available in a 
new f e de r a l building in 
Omaha. 
After a brief Inspection of 
the Lincoln VA building , both 
cong ressmen indicated t h e y 
saw “ nothing wrong with it” 
and 
Sisk 
commented 
he 
thoug ht it “adequate for the 
needs.” 


Whittier had specified in 
particular inadequate eleva­ 
tors and fire escapes. 
Sisk inspected the fire es­ 
capes and said he thoug ht 
they were adequate and “in 
keeping 
with 
those 
of 
surrounding building s” 
and 
stated it seemed to be “not 
too valid a complaint.” 
The California cong ressman 
queried VA Reg ional Office 
Manag er A. H. Dux bury about 
the elevators and building con­ 
ditions in g eneral 
who 
an­ 
swered that there has “never 
been any trouble . . . no par­ 
ticular cong estion . . . and no 
lost time from any injuries” 
in connection with the facili­ 
ties. 
The VA has 143 employes in 
the Lincoln VA Building and 
uses the upper 6 floors or

space. 
Omaha ‘Neutral’ 
Weaver has taken a strong 
stand to keep the offices in 
Lincoln and Sisk 
said

thing in Lincoln’s “favor” is 


the “sort of neutral altitude 
of Omaha” which has made 
no fig ht thus far to g et the 
VA offices. 
Rep. Sisk said he was “ con­ 
cerned” 
about 
“unjustified 
moves of VA facilities across 
the country” and declared it 
will be “necessary to show 
due cause for any moves.” 
The House Veterans Affairs

mittee is to protect the wol-, 
fare and well-being of the vet-j 
erans,” adding that the deci-1 
sion in Lincoln will be ba.sed 
on “what is best for the vet-i 
erans.”

Wagner Fires Letter 
To Major Leaguers 


The following is a copy of the letters sent b y Dick 
Wagner, general m anager of the Lincoln Chiefs, to George 
Weiss of the New York Yankees and Roy Harney of the 
Philadelphia Phillies:^ 
“ Attached hcrewifh you will find a statem ent for $400.00 
(the figure in the letter to the Yankees was 
' 
$359.00). This covers the loss in attendance 
suffered b y the Lincoln Club on Sunday, 
June 1 (June 15 for the Yankees) when we 
played a scheduled afternoon game in Lin­ 
coln while your home gam e was b eing tele­ 
cast on a national network. The amount is 
b ased on a most conservative estim ate 
(using past records, etc.) of what our at­ 
tendance would have b een without the tele­ 
cast. 
“ It is with deep regret that I find it so 
Wagner 
necessary to send such a b ill. However, if 
I did not, 1 would fail to properly perform my duties as the 
salaried employee of some 2,600 stockholders in Lincoln’s 
community-owned club . 
“ It is ab solutely inconceivab le to me that m ajor league 
cities are b lacked out for these games, yet no cooperation 
was given the Lincoln club for a req uested b lackout on 
either June 1 or June 15. Although a local statjon was asked 
b y the network to cease the telecast 30 minutes prior to our 
gam e time, an Omaha station was permitted to telecast the. 
gam e to its completion. The Omaha station is slightly more 
than 50 air miles from our park and most every home in 
Lincoln receives Omaha television extrem ely well. In m y 
opinion, a b lackout is the responsib ility of those club s 
authorizing such telecasts. And we req uested a b lackout 
ONLY for June 1 and June 15, since later Sunday games in 
Lincoln are played at night. 
“ The Lincoln club finds it most unfair, unreasonab le 
and unthoughtful for a m ajor league team to b lackout one 
area while permitting a network telecast during the home 
gam e of another club in Organized Baseb all. 
“ E arlier this sea.son a representative of one of the six 
team s now permitting Sunday telecasts made some most 
unfair and improper rem arks to the press ab out the minor 
leagues of b aseb all. However, his club perm its television in 
those minor league cities I 
“ Lincoln citizens have operated a professional team in 
the Western League since 1953. Considerab le time, effort 
and expense have b een made b y the fans, b usine.ss firms 
and citizens to provide b aseb all in this community. While 
small in seating capacity^ our park is well-run and neatly 
kept. We want to continue that way. To do so, however, 
we expect honest and reasonab le treatm ent b y other per­ 
sons in b aseb all. If that treatm ent is not availab le, the 
m ajor leagues should operate all the club s in Organized 
Baseb all. 
“ I wish to point out that the Lincoln Club has a work­ 
ing agreem ent with the Pittsb urgh Pirates. The Pirates are 
not a party to Sunday network telecasts. And our neighb or 
—Kansas "City—has refused to telecast on Sunday net­ 
works. 
“ If the Golden Rule is to b e part of b aseb all, the 
amount mentioned in P aragraph One of this letter is the 
least to b e expected and we shall appreciate your check at 
an early date.”

Wagner made (he move last Tuesday, firing a state­ 
ment and a b ill to George Weiss, general m anager of the 
Yankees, and Roy Harney, who holds the same position 
with the Phillies. 
Philadelphia was dunned for 
and the Yanks for 
$359.00. 
in making the move pub lic, Dick said: “ I have no de­ 
sire to stir up troub le, b ut (his is a necessity. No one is 
apparently willing to stand up and b e counted. Everyone 
is afraid to speak his piece. 
“ It’s time the people in the majors recognize that 
what’s done for one should b e done for all.’’ 
In order to understand W agner’s counter-attack on the 
major leagues, it’s necessary to dig into the b ackground 
of the case. 
Lincoln had 2 scheduled Sunday afternoon gam es— 
June 1 with Pueb lo and June 15 with Amarillo. Wagner 
estimated, on (he b asis of past records, that the June 1 
game would draw 1,200. b tit only 800 fans showed up. His 
estimate on June 15 was 1,UK) and 741 appeared. T hat’s the 
b asis on which the b ills were prepared. 
The jist of W agner’s move is the fact that the major 
league cities are b lacked out during home games, b ut the 
minor league cities are not. 
Lincoln requested ONLY the Phillies and Yankees 


games b e b lacked out, since those were the only 2 sched­ 
ule conflicts. 1 learned that CBS tentatively agreed to 
b lackout Omaha and Lincoln on those dates, then cancelled 
a few days b efore June 1. 
However, the network did ask KOLiN-TV of Lincoln to 
stop the telecast a half hour b efore the Lincoln game 
started. 
Wagner wouldn’t b uy this deal and explains .why : “ We 
have ab solutely no q uarrel with television and our club is 
not interested in depriving the fans of m ajor league b ase­ 
b all on TV. But it feels that if something is done for one 
(the majors) it should b e done for all. 
“ .As a Lincoln b usiness, we are interested in promoting 
Lincoln and its other b usiness firms. Television is a b usi­ 
ness. If we stopped the Lincoln station, fans would just 
switch to Omaha. Thus, we would have b een unfair to a 
Lincoln b usiness and have helped promote O m aha.” 
In other words, unless Omaha is b lacked out, there Is 
no point in penalizing a local station. And the Omaha out­ 
let is just over ,50 miles from Sherman Field, so there was 
no way of compelling the b lackout. 
In writing to Weiss and Hainey, Wagner .said; “ Lincoln 
citizens have operated a professional team in the Western 
League since 1953. Considerab le tune, effort and expense 
have b een made b y the fans, b usiness firms and citizens to 
provide b aseb all in this community. While small in seating 
capacity, our park is well run and neatly kept. We want to 
continue that way.

Copies of (he letter were .sent to the.se parties, other in­ 
terested b a.seb ali people and Bill McHhail of CBS. 
Wagner i.sn’t fooling himself. He’.s fully aw are of the 
fact (hat the b ig b oys in the majoivs will toss him a horse 
laugh or two. 
Dick i.sn’t trying for a (nib licity gimick, either. There 
will b e tho.se who ridicule the move and join in the laughter 
ab out Lincoln trying to .slay a Goliath without even .so much 
as a slingshot. But I b elieve Wagner, and others, should 
speak their mind. 
Wagner is a b a.seb ali devotee and he wants minor 
league b aseb all to pro.sjier. He, like many of us, feel that 
the minors can't fight co.st.s, TV, other entertainm ent—and 
the m ajor leagues at the sam e time 
and succeed. 
If r,iotliiug else is accomplished, Wagner has at least 
had (he courage to speak out 
against a unpardonab le 
wrong. Perhaps, if more minor league men would have
